THE eafy, unafFe6ted manner in which Mr, 
Pitts defcribes his fafferings, while it gives 
theflamp of authenticity to his narrative, awaken* 
' our commiferation for his fate. 

Cut oft* from bis country and his friends^ witli* 
out one Chrillian to confole him, or flrengthen 
bit refolution, is it to be wondered at, that his 
fortitude failed him, and that he became an ap- 
parent convert to a falfe religion ? But though 
lie has DO claims to the courage of a martyr, it is 
crident that pcrfecution could not convince bis 
judgment, nor make him an apoflate in his heart 
from the pure precepts of Chriftianity. 

He temporized indeed, and became externally 
t Mahometan 3 but it appears he was no more j 
and that with liberty of pcrfon he refumed the 
profeflioa of the religion in which he had been 
bora. 

By yielding to the preffure of circumftances, he

The door is plated 
Hover with (ilver, and a covering hangs over it 
hat reaches to the ground, which is kept turned 
p all the week, except on Thurfday night and 
nday, which is their fabbath. This covering of 
he door is £o thick embroidered with gold, that 
t weighs feveral fcore pounds. The top of the 
luilding is flat, and covered with lime and fand. 
t has a long (pout to carry off the water when it 
ains, at which time the people throng and ftrng- 
jle to get under it, that the water, which comrs 
3fFthc Beat, may fall upon them, which they rf- 
teem a great happinefs ; and if they can catcli 
fome of It to drink, their joy is exce(Iive. 

Round the Beat is a pavement of marble, about 
fifty feet in breadth, on the edge of which ftand 
pillars of brafs, near fifteen feet high, and twenty 
feet diilance from each other : abtwe the middle- 
part of them, iron bars are fiiftened, reaching from 
one to the other, with glafs lan^s hanging to 
wch, by brafs wires, to give light in the night ; 
for while the pilgrims ftay at Mecca, they p.'.y 
their devotions as much by night as by day. 

About twelve paces from the Kent is, what thry 
call, the Sepulchre of Abraham, who they fay, by 
God's con^mand, built the Beat. This fepnlchre 
isinclofed with iron grates, and has a very hnivl- 
forae embroidered covering. At a fmall dillnp.(\' 
from it, op the left hand, is the well Zemzem. rlie 
water of which is efteemed holy. Tluy \i\eU'Wv\

After all, who chufe, have done this, the fultan 
of Mecca, who U of the race of Mahomet, does 
not think himfelf too good to clean the Beat, lie 
and his favourites fir ft wafli it with the holy wa- 
ter of Zemzem, and after that, with fweet water. 
The ftairs, which were brought to enter in at the 
door, being remov^, the people crowd under the 
door, to receive the fweepings of the water on 
their bodies ; and the bejfoms, or brooms, with 
which the Beat is cleaned, are broken to pieces, 
and thrown among the mob ; when he, that gets 
a MaW (tick or twig of it, keeps it as a facred 
relic. 

Every year the covering of the Beat is re- 
newed, and fent from Grand Cairo, by order of 
the grand feigniorj and when the caravan goes 
with the pilgrims to Mecca, the new covering is 
carried upon two camals, which do no other 
work for a year. It is received with extreme 
joy, fome killing the camels, and bidding them 
welcome. The old covering being pulled down, 
the new one is put up by the fultan of Mecca ; 
and catting the old covering in pieces, he fells 
them at a great price to the had gees. 

At Mecca are thoufands of blue pigeons, which 
none will affright or abufe, much lefs kill them, 
whence they are fo very tame,' that they will 
pick meat out of one's hand, and I myfelf have fed 
them. They are called the pigeons of the pro- 
phet, and come in great flocks to the temple, 
where they are ufually fed by the badge es. I

lea ft, to have a frelh fight of the Beat- Allah, 
which they no fooner behold than they burft into 
tears of joy, and having performed their devotions, 
return back to Mina. 

The three days being expired, they all return to 
Mecca, where they muft not flay above ten or 
twelve days, during wliich a great fair is held, in 
which is fold all forts of Eall India goods. Alinofl 
every one now buys a (lirotid of fine linen to be 
buried in, for the advantage of having it dipt in 
the holy water ; and this they are fure to carry 
with them wherever they go. The evening before 
they quit Mecca, every one takes a folemn leave 
of the Beat-Allah, from which they retire back- 
wards, holding up their hands, and offering up 
their petitions, with their eyes fixed on the build- 
ing, till they have loft fight of it, and then they 
burft into tears. 

Mecca i&fttuated in a barren fpot, about a day*s 
journey from the Red Sea, and furrounded by a 
great namber of little hills. It is without walls, 
and the buildings very mean. The climate is ex* 
feeding hot, whence the inhabitants, efpeciaUY 
the men, ufuaily fleep op the lops oi vVvt \\Q\x^t.'i 
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or in tbcflreetebcforc their doors, Somcla^TO 
bedding on a tbin mat vn the grottndj and otb<f 
have A ilight fr^mCj on which they put thij 
bedding; but before they bring it oat, tbfl 
Cvt'eep the ilreets^ and water them. I ufually la 
on the top of the honfe^ covered only with a linej 
cloth dipped in watefj and wrung out ; when 
awoke 1 found It dry, and llifTcfore wetted i 
again, and thi> I did two or three times in a night 

On our leaving Mecca we proceeded on cameU 
to Medina, where Mahomet iies entombed. This 
h but a mt^an neat town : but it is w:illed rounds 
and has a large tnofque, in one corner of which i^ 
B place built about fourteen or fifteen pace^ 
fquaro j this building has fpacion* windows fenc- 
ed w iUi brafs grates. On the inftde it has forat 
ornaments. It h covered with a dome, and han a 
nnmbcr of Inmps. In the middle of ifhis place is 
the ronib of Mahomet, furronnded by filk curtains, 
like a bed j but none of the had gees arc permitted 
to enter it j for the eunuchs alone go in to light 
the lamp?5i which barn by night. It is pretended 
by fome, tl^at Mahomel*s coffin is fufpended hj 
the attrnitive virtue of a loadftone, fixed to thf 
roof; hutlhis is falfe^ for when I looked through 
the gr;jte of the w indow^ the enrtains that cover-^ 
ed the tomb were not half fo high as the domCi Co 
that it is impoflible theco^in flioulU hang there; 
tior do the Mahometans pretend that it doe?. 

On our leaving Medina, we paiTed through 
Egyi>t-, and having reached Alexandria, J was 
pralking with an Iriih renegado on the qnay^ 
iifhcre we fjw an Englifli boat with a man in it. 
0ehom the renegado earneftly delired me to fpeak 
to, which I was afraid of doing; however, I at 
all alked him fome quellions, which made him 
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ire where I learnt Engliili. I told him, in 
and. He then delired to know if I was an 
ilhroan^ and from what part of England I 
:. I told him from Exeter, and related the 
ler in ^hich I was taken j but being afraid 
tiding a long difcourfe with him, I hallil/ 
5d. 

le next day, when I was again walking, I ob- 
d the fame man, and another perfon with 
who, running up to me, hugged me in his 
, crying, " I am glad to fee thee, with all 
leart." At firft I did not know him, till he 
me who he wasj when I found that, when 
. we had been play-fellows. I was very de- 
8 of having further talk with him, and he 
ed me to drink a glafsof wine; but I refufed. 
hen invited me to a coffee-houfe; but I told 
I could not go, becaufe it would be full of 
ometans. I however enquired after the 
h of my father and my friends; and he told 
that he fan- my faiiicr a little before he left 
and. At my dt lire, he readily promifed to 
' a letter for me; and I afterwards fent by 
a Turkifti pip*:* to my father, a (ilk purfe to 
lolher, and grave him afalh for himfelf, tell- 
lim, that 1 hop^d God would find out fome 
for m) efcape ; but my heart bled at part- 
trith him.

, yet the cruel df-ath that would have been 
ied, had 1 been Iciud to endeavour to make 
fcape, and tlie ill confequence of my giving

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On my retQrti to-Alglmi lentem Iniitfw 
and my generous mamry who loved oie as' if I i 
been his Ion, freely jpve me my boards and infimn 
me, that he propoled to leave me fomething cc 
iiderable at his death : bat notwithftandiog tl 
plealing profped, abd all the gratitude I fdt 1 
his kindnefs, the hopes of being retakeny made i 
leave him and go to fea; bat my wifliea were i 
granted. At length, the grand feigoior feodi 
to the Algerinei for fome (hips, I refolded to 
in one of them, flattering myfelf with the ho] 
of making my efcape at Smyrna. 

I had fome time before been afflifted witi 
humour in one of my eyes, on which I appyed 
an Engliih ilave, who underftood phyfic and {\ 
gery, who lived with Mr. Butler, an £ngli(h m 
chant, and he undertaking the cure« I went tw 
or thrice a day to be dreued, ^here, being in 
fear of being leen by a Mahometan, I frequea 
took up a Bible, and read in it. One d 
being found thus employed by Mr. Butler, 
feemed to wonder at it ; but all I dared to 
him was, that I had no hatred to the Bible, 
little time, growing better acquainted with hi 
he invited me to dinner, and, among other thin 
had a piece of bacon j but I had the precaut 
to refufe to tafte it. He, however, foon foi 
the way to remove my referve, and I opened 
whole heart to him, on which he promifed 
wftil me all in his power to make my efcape, { 
•inis fo kind as to propofe it to Mr. Baker, con 
Algiers, the brother of the conful of Tui 
id had geoeroufly endeavoured to redeem 
jgom my llavery to my fecond patroon. 
\Mr. Butler introduced me to that gentlem 
V^bo kindly wrote me a letter of recommendat 
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to Mr. Wray, conful of Smyrna j charging me, if 
I fhould be in danger of death, or a difcovery, to 
convey it overboard, for his fafety. 

With this letter I fet fail with the above fleet, 
and on our arrival at Snayrna, I prefented it to the 
conful, who having read it, ordered the interpre- 
ter to withdraw, and as foon as he was gone, aikcd 
me if I was the perfon mentioned in the letter. I 
told him I was 5 when, obferving that the defign 
was very dangerous, and that if it ihould be 
known to the Turks he was any way concerned 
in it, it would cod him his life and fortune 3 he 
added, however, that on Mr. Baker's account, he 
would do me all the fervice in his power : but 
cautioned me not to come to his houfe, except 
upon fomc extraordinary occafion. 

A day or two after this, I found out an Eng- 
lilh merchant, who had ferved part of his appren- 
titefiiip at Exeter; I made myfelf known to himj 
and this gentleman, whofe name was Eliot, pro- 
mifed to aflift me, and kindly told me, that I 
need not run the hazard of going to the conful's 
houfe ; but if I had any thing of moment to com- 
municate to him, he would do it for me 3 and I 
gladly followed this friendly advice. 

la a month's time, it was cried about the city of 
i Smyrna, that all Algerines fhould repair to their 
ihips. All this time noEnglifli or Dutch fliips came 
to Smyrna ; it was therefore agreed that, to preven t 
^ ! fufpiciony I fhould go to Scio with the Algerines; 
^ which I accordingly did, and (laid there till the 
^ Algerines were gone; but fome time after return- 
^' cd to Smyrna, where I kept myfelf very private, 
c : till a French fliip was ready to fail. 

On the evening before her intended departure^ 
' I went on board, drelTed like au lLtv^v<^c\^•^^ 
1 nn\ 
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with my beard iliaven, a campaign pfrui:Pj a 
caric i[J rny hand, accompiinied by three or 
of my friends. The boM that carried us at>/ 
was brought jail to tljt: honfe where I lodf^j 
ami as we were going into it, there were fat 
Turkfi of Smyrna walking by^ bat they had ha 
pily nofufjJicioa, 

My good friend Mr, EUot had agreed with t 
captain of t!;e (hip to ptiy four poand^ for my pt 
fageto Leghorn i but neither the captain nor a 
of the Frenchmen knew who I was. After th 
had brought mr. lafe on board, they took thi 
leave of me, and told mc, that if the fhip did n 
fail the next morning, tUey would vifitme agai 
which accordingly they did, bringing wine a 
provifions on board, and were very merry, thou 
J couid not help being extremely uneafy, till t 
Ibip had made fail: nor did I enjoy iheJcaft pea 
of mind till we reached Leghorn, where, as foon 
I came aftiore, in a tranfpori of joy 1 proftrat 
myfelf, and killed the earth, blelfing Aimigl 
God for his tindcl'erved mercy, in fu fieri ag i 
once more to fet my foot in a Chriftian coantr; 

From thence I fet out by land ; and havi 
tr.ivelled through Italy and Germanyj T embartt 
^i Helvoetfluys, and crofled in the Etigliib pacJ 
to Harwich, 1 had received many infiances 
civility froni ftrangers on the road j but the H 
iirrt night 1 lay alhore in my native country 
was impreired into the king's fervice, we being 
th:At timi" at war with France. And though I mf 
known my condition, acquainting them how ma 
years I had been in ilavery, and begged for my 
berty with tears^yet I was carried to Golciief 
prifon, where I lay fome days. While I wasthcti 
^rote two letters^ one to my father, and the dtl 
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to Sir William Falkener, who was onr of the Tur- 
key, or Smyrna company in London, and on 
igtrhom I bad a fmall bill for a little money. In a 
few days I was put on board a fmack, that was to 
carry the impreired men to the Dreadnought n>an 
of war ; but I had not been long there, before 
my name was called, tiiere being a letter for me ; 
"wben, to my great furprife and joy, J found it 
•came from Sir William Falkener, who, upon the 
receipt of mine, notwithftanding my beiiig an 
abfolute ftranger lo him, had the humanity to go 
immediately to the Admiralty-office, and get a 
prote6lion for me, which the lieutenant had re- 
ceived. This news was fo fudden and unexpect- 
ed, that I could not forbear leaping with tran- 
fport on the deck. 

My firft bufinefs, on my arrival at London, was 
to wait on that worthy and honourable gentle- 
man, to pay him my thanks for fuch a fingular 
favour. After which I made what hafte I could 
to Exeter, where I atlaft arrived, to the great joy 
of my father, and my other relations and friends. 
My mother had departed this life about a year be- 
fore; and I loft the happinefs I had proniifcd 
tnyfelf from our meetimg, after a long abicnce ni 
fifteen years.

Tbe f^rft date of MrnzikoflT's fortune, was the 
railing of a company of iifty youug KufHaos, 
which, afttrr Lefon * pkn^ Peter cioihed, arm- 
ed, and difcipHned after the German maTiner, 
and which afterwards became the regiment of 
guards, called PrfobafchcntkoiH Letort, who 
wa^ colont'i of tlii^ company, eaufed Mer>ZTkotf 
to be admitted into it, and foor> after his admif* 
fion,made him go tlirough hiscxercifc, under the 
prjttct> windows, who was charmed wiih hinit 
and from that mnment fwore he would attach 
him to himle!f. It nuift be rt'm^irkfd, that the 
pTincej wlio formed this refuUilion, w:is oolv fif- 
teen years of age, and expreffed no wijlies, but

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fthofe infpired by Lcfort, who, for the happinefjj 
of the EuflianSy was a man endowed with the 
rareft qualities^ *and worthy of modelling the 
prince^ after whom fo many others ought to copy. 
What tended moft to confirm Peter's attachment 
to Menzikoff, was the conformity of age, and the 
padive devotion of the latter for his mafter 5 for 
Mentikoff then and ever after, dillinguilhed him- 
ielf always by the zeal with which he proceeded 
to whatever could pleafe the czar. In his plans 
of reform efpecially, he afforded him the greateft 
aflidance, either by taking the execation upon 
himfelf, or removing fuch obfiacles as might

where the confpirators are aifembled. Pefff i 
goes thither in force, and farprifes them^ caufts 
them to be executed^ and returns to his amufe- 
nient. 

Menzikoff accompanied Peter on thefe travels, 
on which fo many truths and falfehoods have 
bf^en written, and was made a prince of the holy 
empire in the year ]70(} : from that time herofis 
rapidly to the firft dignities of the civil and mili- 
tary orders. On fome occalions he was even pcr^ 
mitted to reprefent his fovercign, by giving pn- 
blic audiences to ambaifadors; whilfl Peter, dif- 
daining the pageantry of royalty, appeared in bis 
train like a plain individual. In fliort, the af- 
cendeni y, which this favourite had acquired over 
the euiptror, which Catharine fupported, with all 
hex iutlutnce, was carried fo far, that it was be* 
lieved among the weak, credulous Ruffians, that 
Menzikort had thrown a fpell over the miod of 
his nialtfr.

He 
d not ihew himfelf before the emperor at the 
rtQC of his arrival at St. Peterlburg. He con- 
nned in his palace on the banks of the Neva, 
retending bad health ; and either to fupport his 
icufes, or becaufe fear and uneafinefs had really 
»ade him (ick, he was in bed, when the czar's 
ifit was announced to him, and this redoubled 
is fears. The prince had croH'ed th«^ Neva, had 
}me without any attendants, and without giving 
lenzikoff any notice of his coming. Me fat 
5wn on the boHter of his bed. Menzikoff did 
3t dilfemble that his real diftrefs was the mortal 
iguilh, into which the raafter's refentment, 
hich he had deferved, w;is throwing i)ini.

X'he circnmLlanccs o 
his difgracc are related in -^lanHein*s Memoirs, J 
work of foine charadcr, to which its accuracy am 
impartiality will entitle it. Yet we think wi 
will do an olHte acceptable to our readers, if w< 
lay before them a particular account of tlie differ 
ent caufes which openited the dowtifal of tbi 
celebrated man, and of the engines, which hi 
enemies put i n to motion , i n order to accompli fli it 
Prince Dolgoronki and Count Ollermann wen 
the implacable e:jemie5 of MenzikpfF, Both ct 
tliem employed all the mancfcuvres of intrigue foi 
the pnrpofe of mining him ; and their fucceii 
was the greafer, as Menv.lkotf did not at all fuf 
ped them. Dulgorouki, in p^^rticular, to luiicl 
cunning joined a degree of diiiimulaiion, of wind 
Menzikotf did not think him capable ; am 
Count Oftermann, trom Lt»e time that he quarrel 
led with this rainiller in council, aifc£ked towid 
to live retired irom public affairs, Menzikoi 
had taken young Peter to PeterfJiotf, to give him; 
ew day^ amulemenL iu hunting j or rather to ker j 
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>im entirely in his power. Count Ollermann be- 
Dg informed of this excurlion, conlickred it (he 
nott favourable conjundure he could with, for liie 
ixecution of the plot he had laid for overthrow- 
ng Menzikoff. He waited on all the fenators 
ind principal officers of the guards, difclofcd to 
iiem bis intentions, and found them animarrd 
»ith fentiments exa6tly correfpondent with his 
own. Every one of them faid, he was ready to 
lacrifice his fortune and life to rid his country of 
fuch an odious tyrant as Menzikoff. lie thru 
^cfcribcd the rule of condu6i: they were to oh- 
ierve. He had taken care to advife Prince Dol- 
goroiiki of his meaiures and fuccefs. He had 
given him to underdand, that if he and his fon 
vcre fuccefsful in preventing the marriage, which 
the emperor was in the way of being forced to 
conclude, the leaft recompence Dolgorouki might 
erpcd, was to fee his own daughter occupy the 
place of Men zikolf's. Ottermann added, ** that 
he knew it was the obje^l of his amtition, and it 
only depended on himftlf, to fee it fuccefsful with 
fomuch eafe, as it was the wilh of the nation, 
and as his illuftrious birth rendered his, preten- 
tions as legitimate as reafonable."

Whether Count Oflermann fpokc lincerely or 
sot to IVince Dolgorouki, his words had the cf- 
fe6l he wilhed and cxpedcd. The latter, flatter- 
ed with the hopes of feeing his daughter railed 
to the throne of Unllia, promifed to do every tbii j; 
required of him. 1 he fole'dithculty now coiifilt- 
cd in engaging tl.e czar to efcape from the vie^ll-

Menzikofif Yonng; Dotgoronki promiA 
liver the prince into the hands of the fei 
in the execntion of this plan^ difplayed 
deiice, wbtch is generally the fruit only 
matarfed'Ify -experience. He concerted i 
with Qfiermann, who on his part adted 
much addrefs, that the fenate was to b 
bled, as it were by accidrnt, at feme 
from PeterihofF.

Here they were lodged in a monafter 
iroin which th^ monks had been expelled ; a 
for j^rrattrr fecurity it was furrounded with t\ 
lows oi palifadoes. 
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Nd fentinel appeared without, and the foldiers 
Qd guards within, were drefled like peafants, in- 
cad of an uniform. 

For the maintenance of thefe unfortwnate per- 
magcsz-in this abode, as frightful for its fitu- 
Lion as for the inclemency of the climate, the 
nprefs bad afligned a fum more than fufficient; 
at it fell into faithlefs bands. The benevolent 
itentions of Elizabeth were frullrated, and thofc 
luilrious prifoners were almod in want of the 
eceiTaries of life. 

Neceflity made them ingenious. The Prince 
f Brunfwick, notwithflanding his djilance and 
i» guards, found means to lay his complaints 
efore the throne, when the empreis, indignant, 
Aiiiibed the faithlefs adminillrators into Siberia, 
hanged the guard, and gave peremptory orders 
hat every provifion ihould be made that could 
litigate their fufferings. 

The climate, however, made rapid inroads on 
he health of Anne, and flic fell a martyr to mil- 
brtune in the twenty- eighth year of her age, 
ier hulband, in whofe arms (lie died, wilbed to 
iccompany her to the grave 5 but after the fatrs 
tad deprived him of all that was dear on earth, 
hey denied him this confolation. He long iur- 
ived her, and after a mournful confinement of 
hirty-nine years at Kolniogorod, his fpirit at lafl 
ras releafed from the prilon of matter 3 and he 
xpired in the lixty-feventh year of his age 5 per-

the charms of which the renewed agony of hig 
feelings rendered him almoft infenfiblc. 

The imperial city of Aix-la-Chapelle, by the 
Crennans called Achen, lies at the diflance of 
twcoty-lix miles, nearly eaft, of Liege. As it 
was a moderate ftage, the weather fine, and the 
face of the county around beautiful, he found 
his journey extremely pleafant, and entered that 
famous city in as good a difpofition to be pleafed 
with it, as circumdances and reflexions fo me- 
lakirholy as his might be fuppofed to allow. 

Perhaps no city in Germany has a fairer claim 
to antiquity than Aix-la-Chapelle j for it was fa- 
moan; even in the time of the ancient Romans, 
for its waters, and was by thera called Aqnifi^ra- 
nam, or Urbs Aquenfis. It was defolated by 
the Huns, who deltroyed and trampled under 
foot every veHige of refinement, wherever tber

Our travf^Uer made no 
lielitaticn to adopt the latter, and was rewarded 
for his choice with a view of as line a country, in- 
habited by as fine a race of people, as he had ever 
fcen. Valleys filled with herds, plains enamelled 
■with corn fields, and hills covt-red with vine- 
yards, regaled the eye, and conveyed to the mind 
all the felicitating ideas of plenty, natural opu- 
lence, and true profperity. His anxiety, however, 
to get forward, and to difengage iiimfclf from a 
fpecies of folitude in a country where, though 
travelling is cheap, accommodation* of moft kinds 
in the public-houfes are bad, induced him to 
pufli on, without taking the time neccliaiy for 
making accurate obfervations on the country iis 
be palled; fo that, gliding as it wcrr, inij)'rr(p- 
libly through a number of towns, of which he 
reuolle6ts nothing diftin^lly but tlie names of 
Coblenizand Mcntz, he arrived at the grt-at, free, 
and imperial city of Frankfort on the Ivlair.e.

If they are rrpulffOr 
they generally come to foaie agreement; thcccih 
ditions of which are pretty well obferved, efped* 
ally if the alfailaots are native Arabians^. The 
carrying on of robberies with fnch armies maj 
appt^ar aftoniOiing ; bat when the temptation i* 
conlideredj and when it is known, that one cars* 
van alone is fometimea enough to enrich tbofe 
prince!5j much of our furprifc ^^anifhes. 

Great precautions are necefiTary to prcveat the 
car.?v;in from introducing that dreadful dilUmp«*i 
called the plague^ into the places through which 
they p^f?, or from being themfeivcs infcded with 
it. When therefore they arrive near 3 towoj the 
inhiibitants of the town and the people of the ca- 
ravan hold a fohmn conference concerning the 
Mte of tlicir heahhj and verf fmcerely communt- 
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itc to each other the ftate of the cafe, candidly 
sclaring whether there be danger on either lide. 
/ben there is reafon to fafpeS any contagious 
fttimper, they amicably agree, that no comnau- 
ition whatever (hall take place between them ; 
)d if the caravan (lands in need of provifions, 
\ej are conveyed to them, v'ith the utmoft can- 
on, over the walls of the town. 
The fatigues, hardfhips, and hazards, attending 
lefe caravans, are fo great, that they certainly 
ould never be undertaken, if the amazing pro- 
[s did not in fome meafure counterbalance them, 
be merchant who travels in them mud be con* 
Rt with fuch provifions as he can get, mufl part 
itfa all his delicacies, and give up all hope of 
fe-; he mud fubmit to the frightful confulion 
languages and nations 5 the fatigues of long 
arches over fands, and under a climate almolt 
fficiently hot to reduce him to a cinder : he 
oft fubmit cheerfully to exorbitant duties frau- 
ilently levied, audacious robberies and fubtle 
icks praftifed by the herd of vagabonds, who 
How the caravans — for preventing which, the 
erchants have a variety of well-contrived locks, 
at can only be opened by thofe who know the 
lack of them. 

But in fome tracks of caravans there are dan- 
:rs, and horrible ones, againll which no human 
refight or power can provide, and beneath 
bi.ch whole caravans iiuk, and are never after 
!ard of. 

The flgyptian caravans are particularly fubjecl: 
I hazards in the horrid tracks they are neceflarily 
sliged to take through Tandy defcrts,^ where, for 
oundlefs extents, nature has denied one fingle

The caravans arc generally fo ordered as to ar- 
il?© at Mecca about forty days after the Fal: of 
Bamedan, and immediately previous to the Cor- 
han, or great facrifice. 

Five or fix days before that feftival, the three 
great caravans, viz. that from Europe, that from 
Afia Minor, and that from Arabia, unite j and all, 
coiiiiiling of about two hundred thoufand men, 
and three hundrtd thoufand bcafts of burthen, 
encamp atl'ume nnles from Mrcca. The pilgrims 
form themfclvc.-* inro fmall detachments iind en- 
ter the town to arrange the ceremonies prepara- 
tory to the great facriticc.

It was on 
occafion that I felt the truth of the princi- 
that perfecution never fails to be fnbverlive 
:s own end, and to promote that which it is 
ided to deftroy. There is, in the human 
1, an innate abhorrence of compulfion *, and 
?cution always gives new ftrength and elaili- 
to the foul 'j and at laft, when (trained to its 
Dft extent, it makes a man furmount difficult 
which, at firH, feem to be beyond the reach 
umanity. 

Piqued by the idea of perfecution, I began 
fiel a degree of enthufiafm to which T was 
re a ftranger : I looked forward, with a kind 
loomy pleafure, to the miferies that brutal 
nny might infli6t upon me, even to death it- 
. and already began to indulge the exultation 
lartyrdom. " No," faid I, ** my dear Hall I 
jfwill I tarnilh the charaAerof a Britifh fol- 
— never will I difgrace my blood or my pro- 
on, I may, and I forefee I muft be mifer- 
5 but I never will be bafe or degenerate T 
«d I had wrought myfelf up to fuch a pitch 
rmnefs, that I am perfuaded the moft exqui- 
and refined cruelties which the ingenuity of 
roquois Indian could have infiided on my bo-

treafurc. Indeed, fiv^e fixths of thofe who Tuf 
ed were of this defcripUon ; and the proccfs p«i 
faed was as artful as barbarous ; they firft bcp 
with careHeSr then proce^de^ to ex^aminacioa sol 
crofs-exaiiiination,lheace to threats^ thence to po- 
nlihmctit, and J finally, to the mo (I cruel tortui 
Dire^ly oppofite to them, was imprifoned 
oafortuttate perfon, who had for years been 
dofe captive, and the fport and fubjeA of tbol 
enormltiea- He was a nian once of the bighd 
rank in the country where now he was a prifoaef 
far a ferles of years he had been governor r 
fole manager of the whole province of Bidanorc. 
This was during the reign of the lall racnjor 
queen, whofe family had been fovereigns of ih* 
country for time immemorialj till Hyder oiadel 
conqueft of, and annexed it to his other nfurpi^ 
tions. Unfortunately for this perfon, he was fup^ 
poftd to have amafled and fecreted enormous trea* 
fures, in confequence of which he had already un* 
dergone the fiery ordeal of torture fevcral tinner 
He was fuppofed to have produced, ftona firftto 
laftj about iifteen lacks of pagodas ; and theOt )> 
the courfe of eighteen months, waa degraded gfP- 
diially^ from the high refpeft in which be was tt 
^i*rt held, down to a moft abjcS ftate — threaten* 
ed, floggedj puniihed in a variety of ways, and, 
^nally^ pyt to \\^^ moft cruel tortures* But tbc 
fortitude with w\\\c\\ \a a.^^ ^\ ^^ ^^t.m 'wjw 
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Nothing could furpafs it, except the fkill and in- 
ventive ingenuity which the barbarians exhibited 
in ftriking out new modes of torture. 

Mr. Hall, notwithHanding the various fuffer- 
ings both of mind and body which he bad un- 
dergone, began to recruit, and get a little better; 
azid this circum fiance, of itfelf, diffiiied a flow of 
fpirits over his fellow prifoner that contributed 
to his fupport. They confoled each other by 
every means they could devife— fometimes in- 
dulging in all the luxury of woe— fometimes ral- 
Ijring each other, and with ill-diiTembled fpright- 
Itneis. 

They at left began to conceive that they might 
form a fyflem for their eafe and comfort, and, by 
a methodical arrangement, entrench themfelves 
from the affaults of grief: to this end they form- 
ed feveral refolutions, and entered into certain 
engagements, fuch as, never to repine at their 
fate, if they could awid it — to draw confolation 
from the more dreadful lot of others, if they could'^ 
and to encourage hope — '' hope that comes to 
all j" and, on the whole, to confine iheir conver- 
fation as much as poffible to fubje6ts of an agree- 
able nature: but thefe, like many other rules 
which we lay down for the condud of life, were 
often broken by neceffity, and left them to regret 
the fallabilitvof all human precautionary fyftems. 

The youth and flrength of Mr. Hall was to 
the full as adequate as that of his fellow-fufFerer 
to the fupport of any perfonal hardfhip : his in- 
telledual powers were excellent, his temper in-

In order to relieve the Carnatic, which was 
fufFering under the ravages of a formidable vic- 
torious army, defcents upon the coafts of Malabar 
were planned, to make a diverfion : and General 
Mathews, in January 17B3, landed, with a fmall 
army under his command, at a place called Ra- 
jaraondroog — took Onorc, and feveral forts ; and

After furmounting obftacles that would have dif- 
couraged a lefs enterprifing commander, he 
mounted the Ghaut, carrying- every thing before 
him with the tixed bayonet 5 and reached, within 
a fhort m«rch of Hydernagur, the place where 
Captain Campbell was con lined. Thefe opera- 
tions were undoubtedly much facilitated by the 
death of Hyder Alii, which happened while the 
captain was in prifon, and which drew the atten- 
tion of Tippoo Sahib to affairs of more immedi- 
ate importance, than the defence of the Malabar 
fbrts. And thus the reader perceives the occafion

My 
companion was in high fpirils when we fet out 
from the fort 5 but as we proceeded, he exprelT- 
cd great apprehenfion of being fhot on approach- 
ing the camp, and earneftly entreated me tofleep 
ftt a choreltry, which lay in our way, till morn- 
ing. His terror muft have been great indeed, to 
induce him to makefuch a propofal, as he knew 
very well that we had pledged curfelves to be 
back by dawn the next day, I rallied him upon 
his fears, and endeavonrcfd toperfuade him there 
was not the fmalleft danger, as I knew how to 
anfwer the outpofts, when they fbould challe.igc 
tjs, in fuch a manner as to prevent their firir.g.

He could fcarcely comprehend the meaning of 
what w^ faid ; lifting up bis head was attended 
with agonizing pain ; and if he had any power of 
thought, it was to confider himfelf as approach- 
ing faft to diffolution. H^ had the fenfe, how- 
ever, to fend to General Mathews, to acquaint 
him with his indifpolitipn, and utter inability to 
proceed with his difpatches.

That fuch incitements to vice fhould make a 
rt of the fyflem of any fociety, is to be lament- 

: yet, at all ceremonies, and great occafions, 
lether of religious worlhip or domeftic enjoy- 
^nt, they make a part, of the entertainment 5 
d the altar of their gods, and the purity of the 
irriage rites, are alike polluted by the introduc- 
n of the dancing girls. 

The major, after having entertained Captain 
mpbell in the moft hofpitable manner, accom- 
nifd him to Palamcotah, whence he continued

^' An old bramin fat at the north-ead corner of 
the pile upon his hams, with a pair of fpe6tacles 
on, reading, I fuppofe, the Shafter, or their fcrip- 
tures, from a book compofed of cajan leaves. 

♦* Having been prefent now nearly an hour, I 
enquired when they meanttofet the pile on fire^: 
they anfwered in about two hours. As this fpec- 
tacle was mod melancholy, and naturally Uruck 
zne with horror^ and as I had only gon^ there to 
afiare myfelf of the truth of fuch facrifices bein j 
made, I went away towards the fort. After I had 
gone about five hundred yards, they fent fome one 
to tell me they would burn immediately; on which 
I returned, and found' the woman had been mov- 
-ed from where (he was fitting to the river, where 
the bramins wer6 bathing her^ On taking her 
out of the water -they put fome money in her 
hand, which (he dipped in the river and divided 
among the bramins : (he had then a yellow cloth 
rolled partially round her. They put fome red 
colour, about the (ize of a (ixpence, on the cen- 
tre of her forehead, and rubbed fomething that 
appeared to me to be clay. She was then led to 
the pile, round which (he walked three times as 
the fun goes : (he then mounted it at tKe ixw^fc.- 
eaft corner, without any a&&?ccvce% ^s\^^'^^.^«^ 
feJfdowD on the right fide of \»t ^^^"^^^"^ 
bad been previoufly laid utotbl l3afc V^- ^^xes 
Vol. XX.

Arrived at Negapatiiam, wjthit> a fhort run 
Madras, the reader will naturaUy iuppofi; ij 
adventure was at an end, ^ud thai fortune fi 
tigited by the inceiTdul exertion of bcrciprl^ 
might have left him to proceed ihe ftiort rcfidi 
of hU way without further moleitation, II 
however, fell out otberA^ile: (he bad marked hii 
AS her ^amc, and refolved to worry him to the 
bii moEnent: t'-jr, as they ap^roaohed MadraJ; 
iliey were chiifed by a Frcueh irigjte, and taken 
ncnr Fart St, George. 

HL^ving ftiuck their colours, the captain order- 
ed [h^m 10 follow, aod tleered to the nonhw.frJ* 
They obcyrd him for fome tin^e ; at lengtb 
night ft^ll i and, a frctb and favourable brcaa* 
fortuiiniely aiding the atrempt, ihey piK aboyt, 
ran for M^idra^i, imJ luckily dropt anchor fafely 
in ih? roads *' In the efcapt-s I had hithfrlfl 
had," U\ s I he captain, " there was always fonoe 
dJfjgrf^fLihie ri ream (Irs nee to alloy the pleafurfl 
arifing from them. — In this inttance, my joy was 
pure 9nd miqaalified ; and I looked forward 
with a rcafo: able hope that the worft was all 
oveT." 

After fo many baz^d?. ^w^\^7ct^^\T^^^%V^Vj^ 
fndcrgonc, it was a wiott v^^^^^vv^ cvxcx.^^-^^^ 
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Hib Captain Campbell to find himfelf in a fociety 
compofed of bis oldeft profeflional conheAions, 
and warmed and fincered friends : but tbis was 
ahappinefs he could not long enjoy; for, being 
charged with a miflion from Hyat Sahib to the 
governor-general and fupreme council, he was 
conftrained to proceed to Bengal, and according- 
ly fet fail for Calcutta, which he reached in little 
more than a week, without encountering any 
accident, or meeting a fingle occurrence- worth 
the relation. Upon his arrival there. Sir John 
Macpherfon, who was in the fupreme council, 
gave hinfi a kind, invitation to live at his houfe, 
and prefented him to Mr. Hadings, with whom 
he entered into a negotiation on behalf of Hyat 
Sahib, the correfpondence on which fubje6t ia 
given by Captain Campbell, at length, in tranf- 
cripts of the letters ; but thefe, though highly ho- 
nourable to our traveller, we may perhaps emit 
in this abridgment without much difappointment 
to the reader. Suffice it to fay, that the final 
refult was, a due encouragement given to the ad- 
vances of Hyat Sahib, and fatisfadion for the 
fer vices he had rendered to the company** con- 
cerns. 

Captain Campbell very gratefully acknow- 
ledges Mr. Haflings's politenefs, and Sir John 
Macpherfon's kindnefs and hofpilality, during 
his day at Calcutta. 

While he was at the houfe of the latter, he 
happened, in converfation one day with Mr. Ma-» 
cauley, Sir John's fecretary, to be talking over

ting to Bombay, and during that time laid in a 
flock of flrength and fpirits : at length, a Europe 
ihip touching at Anjengo on her way to Bombay^ 
he obtained a paflage, and proceeded. 

At Bombay he found Hyat Sahib,^ it having 
beea deemed expedient to fend him away from 
Bidanore on the approach of Tippoo with his 
army. And now, as peace was negotiating be- 
tween the Englilh and Tippoo, and Captaia 
Campbeirs remaining on the Malabar coaft could 
be of little ufe, he determined to return to the 
Carnatic. *' And here," fays he, " I have an in- 
cident to add to the many difagreeable occur- 
reflces of my life, in which', with intentions the 
moft innocent, I was made the fubjedt of obloquy 
and unmerited fcandal. 

'* Juft at the time I was leaving Bombay, a 
young lady, the daughter of a perfon formerly of 
high rank in India, and now a member of parlia* 
'ment, but whofe name it would be ufelefs to 
mention, wiihed to return to the Carnatic j and 
I, at the requeft of herfelf, and another lady, 
with whom Ihe lived, unguardedly took charge 
of her during the journey. Before our departure, 
I receded upon the difficulties and impropriety 
of this dep, and communicated my ideas to the

aod moft difinterefted advice — and, through the

I <fire6tly wrote to that gentleman, 
explaining the whole affair, and demanding juf* 
tice to be done to my reputation. Upop an ec- 
clairciffement of the matter, he wrote to me a 
complete apology, acknowledging that he had 
aded on that occafion through mifii^prefentation^ 
and had too eafily given credit to ill-founded re-

Before qnining entirely the Malabar coaft.ODT 
traveller took a trip to Sural, where he was ^^

His joarneya by land in India, after his (hip* 
'wreck, independent of long voyagejjj by fdr 
amounted, aa he affnres us, to more thac ihtc I 
thoufand miles* After getting back to MudR*- 
his health being materially injured, he refoive4 
to return to England ; but yet, having fecn b1 
tnoft all the company's polTetlions, he felt a end' 
ofity 10 vifit Chinaj and determined to make tJj; 
his way. To render this route more agreeable 
him, Lord Macartney, in addition to his othi 
favours^ gave hitu a hatidfonie letter of [ntroduc* 
tion to Mr. Pigoiij the company's chief ftiper* 
cargo at Canton* 

I ii^, had alfn a letter to Mr, Freemanp another 
fupttxMrgo thfre^ by whom, aa well as Mr. PigoUj 
he \va.s trtnted with great politenef;; : and Mr* 
Prttman being obliged to leave Canton, anJ 
go io Mac;iOj for the recovery of his health, in- ' 
vi^'d tiuv trjiveller to accompany him there, who 
iivijili 1 hlmlVlt'of the opportunity, 

^V^!^e he uuidiiitd at canton, a very dffa- 
grf-eable rupture took place between the fadory 
and the Chinetc. An Englifh fhip lying at 
Wampoa, in fainting, fhattered a Chinefe boat,- 
by which acciderjt, two men in it were much 
hnrt with the fplinters, and one of them died of 
his wounds foon after. 1 he matter was clearly 
. explained to the mau^iwvw'^ s ^w^\\\e^ C^^-«sa<ito 
^e fatistied that it v;^s tv\^x^'^ ^^ ^co.^^x\\. K 
few d.ys after, tbe ^xx^exc^x^o ^i >.V^ ^x^^^^^ 
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forcibly feizcd, and carried into the city : the 
council met, and determined to fend for the 
lailors from the ihips ; and in the evening, after 
dark, fifteen or fixteen boats, with four or Hvq 
hundred men, attempted, in an irregular manner, 
to come up to Canton, were fired upon by the 
Chinefe boats and forts in pa (ling, and, with a 
few men wounded, • were compelled to retreat. 
Nothing could furpafs the confternation and in- 
decifion of the council ; and after the mod hu- 
miliating language, they were obliged to appeafe 
the Chinefe, and fettle the affair by giving up 
the gunner of the fhip to their refentment. 

On the 29th of December 1784, our traveller 
embarked in the Ponfborne £a£l Indiamari, Cap- 
tain Hammet^ in which he had gone from Ma- x 
dras to China -, and, after a tolerable voyage of 
five montlis and two days, got on board a fifhlng 
boat off Falmouth, and was put on fhore there, 
having been exadly four years and five days from 
England, during which time he ran through fuch 
a feries of adventures, as were fcarcely ever 
crowded into th« fame fpace.
